(BEOG). Congress intends BEOG 
to be the base upon which all other 
federal aid programs will be built 
Congress did not provide sufficient 
funds to enable this program to 
become a base this year 


First term, full-time freshmen 
were the only ones eligible for 
BEOG last fall and this semester 
Next year, in the program's second 
year. freshmen and sophomores 
can apply for BEOG. One unique 
aspect of BEOG 1s that the analysis 
of student need is done by the 
American College Testing in lowa 
City 


Freshmen who entered CSUS 
this fall can sull apply for BEOG 

Students receiving aid under the 
Educational Opportunity Program 
(EOP) have been granted special 
admission status at CSUS. The 
special status is a means of allow- 
ing students who showed academic 
progress, but who did not have the 
G_P.A. to attend college. Alvarez 
stressed that EOP is primarily an 
admissions program and n«l a 
financial aid program. Students 
who are admitted under EOP do 
not always qualify for financial aid 


it is common for students to be

fhe Financial Aid Office also 
handles campus scholarships and 
scholarships awarded by other 
schools and organizations. If a 
student receives a Ford Foun- 
dation Scholarship or a College 
Opportunity Grant from the state. 
for example, the money from this 
grant or scholarship 1 sent to the 
Financial Aid Office wnich ws res- 
ponsible for that 
student's enrollment here, before 
giving the money to the student

Emergency loans are also 
available tn the Financia) Aid Of- 
fice. These loans are available to 
any student whether he she ts on 
financial aid or not. Emergency 
loans, usually made in the amount 
of $50, are given to aid students in 
meeting unexpected expenses 
Emergency loans cannot be used 
for registration fee payment

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Arab Boycott Will Backfire, Says Lecturer

During the first war between the 
Arabs and Israelis, in 1948, there 
was a debate between represen- 
tatives of the two groups at a 
United Nations meeting. At the 
height of the argument, American 
ambassador Warren Austin 
appealed to them to find a Chris- 
tian settlement to their differences 

This story was recounted last 
week when Paul Seabury, profes- 
sor of Political Science at U.C 
Berkeley spoke on “Prospects for 
American Foreign Policy in 
Regards to the Middle East ” 

He began by discussing 
Amencan interests in the Middle 
East. Over the past quarter of a 
century, he said, our interests have 
been based on (1) a clear purpose of 
American policy to contain Soviet 
expansion, (2) supporting the ex- 
istence of Israel and seeing that its 
right to exist 1s recognized and its 
secunty protected: (3) maintaining 
unimpeded access to Middle East 
oil for the benefit of big Western oil 
consumers, and (4) an aim to con- 
trol and contain conflicts 

Bringing the Soviet Union into 
the speech, Seabury said that a las-

ting peace would not be in the 
interest of that country. Were there 
coexistence, he said, there would 
be no justification for the Soviet 
Union te have a role in the Middle 
East 


He went on to state that if oil 
never existed in the Middle East. 
our policy would be easier we 
would not be subject to an 
economic boycott. The object of 
American foreign policy is to 
recognize that fnections will con- 
tinue, but we must act accordingly 


By going back into history, 
Seabury spoke of Europe. The his- 
torical roots of the current conMict, 
he said, can be found in the 
nationality struggles of 19th and 
20th century Europe. The Jewish 
state of Israel is the stepchild of the 
European disaster. Consequently, 
Europe should bear the res- 
ponsibility. The fundamental con- 
dition tor peace ts that acceptance 
of basic coexistence 


it is in the interest of American 
and European allies to recognize. 
he pointed out, that the Soviet 
Union can't urge peaceful coex- 
istence in Europe, while doing the 


opposite in the Middle East. 

Seabury said that the Arab oil 
shutoff will backfire. since most 
economic sanctions usually do. He 
then called for Europe to stop 
capitulating to Arab ott Before 
opening for questions and dis- 
cussion, Seabury concluded by 
saying that this conflict gives the 
rest of the world the opportunity to 
challenge a paradigm 

A paradigm, he said, is an 
intellectual design with such in- 
fluence that tt restructures people's 
thinking. The paradigm here is the 
romanticization of guerrila 
movements. The notion of 
adulaticn of national liberation 
movements, will have bizarre 
consequences, as they did in 
Europe, and won't contribute to 
mankind. The illusion continues, 


he added. “and we need another 
look at this.”
